Shall 
we not pꝛay foz the health of our moſte mercy- 
full. moſt louing Soueraigne, the pꝛeſermer of 
vs and our countrey. in ſo long peace, quietnes, 
and ſecuritie, no cruell perſon, no tyꝛaunt, no 
ſpopler of our goodes, no ſhedder of our bloods, 
no burner and deſtroyer ol our townes, cities.

of Paganittie, and power of the Inkidelles and 
miſcreantes, and al by the pꝛactiſe and pꝛocure⸗ 


ment of the Bylhop of Rome cheekely, is in the 
hiſtoꝛies and chꝛonicles wꝛitten by the Biſhop
